While pessimists have been denounc­ 
ing.^ tho extension of the pie 
belt 
through the United States and the en­ 
largement of the saleratus biscuit dis­ 
trict. they have been entirely oblivious 
of the extraordinary development of 
the cattish zone. 
This mischievous 
dweller of the pool Is known to the 
small boy and the rustic angler under 
many names—in one place as a sucker, 
in another a bullhead, in a third a wolf 
fish and, most outrageous of all, in 
northern Mississippi as a shad. But its 
own only genuine title is catfish. The 
name is derived from the fact th at

produced

habit. 
For two centuries th# animal 
w as looked at as something which 
might be eaten to prevent starvation 
until one line day a thrifty Quaker 
found that th*? catfish would eat boiled 
cornmeal and that this simple food not 
only fattened the eater, but changed 
the color of its belly from white to 
yellow. 
H e perceived tin* pecuniary 
value of Hi** discovery nn*J established 
a catfish farm iii which Ii** fattened the 
fishes which Ii** caught elsewhere and 
in due season sold them to the Phila­ 
delphia markets. 
A Quakeress soon afte r th a t discov­ 
ered that the old fashioned waffle, 
slightly salted and covered with melt­ 
ed butter, made an irresistible accesso­ 
ry to the fish when well fried. This 
started the catfish and waffles, fur 
which the City of Brotherly Love has 
ever since been famous. 
The habit 
spread like an epidemic, and, like the 
star of empire, its way was w estward. 
So far us is known the United States 
government has no record of catfish 
and waffles east of the Delaware river, 
but starting a t Philadelphia a distinct 
catfish zone runs westward, term inat­ 
ing a t Denver, reaching a s 1 far north 
as Minneapolis aud St. Paul and as far 
south as Mobile and New Orleans. The 
catfish is sa iii to i*ossess medicinal vir­ 
tue. It is mildly ana-sthetic, soporific

trict. they have been entirely oblivious 
of the ext morel inure development of 
the cattish 
z o n e . 
This mischievous 
dweller of the pool is known to the 
small boy and the rustic angler under 
many mimes—in one* place as a sucker, 
in another a bullhead, in a third a wolf 
fish and, most outrageous of all, in 
northern Mississippi as a shad. But its 
own only genuine title is cattish. The 
name is derived from th** fact that 
when the creature is raised from the 
w ater it emits a grunting protest which 
poetical 
fishermen 
have pronounced 
like tile purring of a family cat. 
Ph .ndelphia 
produced 
the catfish 
habit. 
For tw o centuries th# animal 
was looked at as something which 
might be eaten to prevent starvation 
until one tine day a thrifty Quaker 
found th at the eattisli would eat boiled 
cornmeal and that this simple food not 
only fattened the eater, hut changed 
the color of its belly from white to 
yellow. 
Ile perceived the pecuniary 
value of th** discovery anc) established 
a cattish farm in which he fattened the 
tithes w hich he* caught elsewhere and 
in due season sold them to the Phila­ 
delphia markets. 
A Quakeress soon after that discov­ 
ered that the old fashioned waffle, 
slightly salted and covered with melt­ 
ed butter, made tilt irresistible accesso­ 
ry to the ti is ii when well fried. This 
started the cattish and waffles, for 
which the City of Brotherly Love has 
ever since been famous. 
The habit 
spread like' an epidemic, and, like tile 
star of empire, its way was westward. 
So far as is known the United States 
government has no record of cattish 
and waffles east of the Delaware river, 
but starting a t Philadelphia a distinct 
cattish zone runs westward, term inat­ 
ing at Denver, reaching as far north 
as Minneapolis and St. Paul and as far 
south as Mobile and New Orleans. The 
cattish is said to possess medicinal vir­ 
tue. It is mildly anaesthetic, soporific 
a ml a ut ispn sinodic.—Ne w Y’ork Post.

MOHAMMEDANS AT PRAYER 


They 
Alw ays 
Respond 
W hoa 
the 
Voice of the Mncsstn Calls. 
T he Mohammedan begins his prayer 
standing, with his hands outspread 
and hi# thum bs touching the lobes of 
his ears. In this position he repeats 
certain passages from the Koran, then 
brings his hands down fit) hts girdle, 
folds them and recites several other 
passages from th** same book. Next be 
bends forward, rests both hands upon 
his knees and repeats three times with 
bowed head the formula of prayer to 
God, the most great. Then he rises and 
pries, “Allah bu ukbar!” (God is great) 
sixteen times. 
H e then drops forward until his fore­ 
head touches the ground between his 
extended hands. Ile strikes lilt head 
upon the floor a t least three tin ier pro­ 
claiming his humility, and often a doz­ 
en and sometimes tw enty times the act 
will be repeated, according to his de­ 
sire to show humility and repentance. 
H e then returns to his knees und, set­ 
tling back upon his heels, repeats a 
ritual. 
Next, arising to his feet, he 
holds his hands and concludes the 
prayer, repeating over and again the 
words, “There is no god but God, and 
Mohammed is his prophet.” 
This may be repeated once or a dozen 
or forty times, according to the piety 
of the worshiper, and he holds a string 
of beads in bis bauds to keep tally. His 
o b l a t i o n s are then accomplished, but 
he can go through the same ritual 
again as many times us he likes. The 
more frequently he does so the better 
Moslem he is. His piety is measured 
by the number of times be repeats bis 
prayers, ami, like the Pharisees of the 
Scriptures, he prays in public places. 
No m atter where he happens to be or 
by whom he is surrounded, whether ut 
labor i n ‘the fields or selling goods in 
his shop or however he may be em­ 
ployed, the Mussulman never forgets 
to pray w hen the voice of the muezzin 
reminds him that the hour for devotion 
has arrived.

ODD FRUITS OF JAVA. 


T h e M o l t C o m m o n *inr, t h e D n r l a n , 
Im t h e Ktrnau«-»t o f All . 
"The fruits of Java,” writes a corre­ 
spondent of the 'Pittsburg Dispatch. 
"form an Interesting study in them­ 
selves, there are s*> many and of such 
strange varieties. 
'I'lit* most common 
is the strangest of all. It is called the 
durian and grows like a huge excres­ 
cence from the trunk of a tree some­ 
what sim ilar to our pear tree. 
The 
fruit, which is pear shaped, grows to a 
great size, often several feet in length, 
and has a yellow skin, rough like a 
pineapple. The most rem arkable thing 
about the durian, however, Is its odor. 
To say you can smell it a block off is 
putting it mildly. 
A combination of 
aged eggs and the ripest cheese could 
not be compared w ith it. 
When you 
break open the hull to find w hat can 
Ic the cause of all this disturbance to 
your olfactory nerves and ti ml a great 
cluster of snow white kernels which 
taste like some strangely delicious cus­ 
tard, your am azement is greater still. 
Another strange fruit is the serpent 
fruit, so called from the fact that its 
skin is the exact counterpart of that of 
a snake. 
There are tin* ponioloe, like a 
great orange; the potato fruit, which 
resembles that vegetable in all but its 
tine flavor; tho custard apple, with a 
yellow oustsrdiike pulp, having a rath­ 
er decided taste of turpentine; the pop­ 
pa?, like a melon growing on a tree; tho 
great jack fruit, of rather a coarse tla- 
\or; a small yellow fruit, with an un­ 
pronounceable native name, incased in 
a great bur like a chestnut, and a hun­ 
dred other varieties, with none but na­ 
tive and scientific names, some good, 
some indifferent and some entirely un­ 
palatable to any but a native. The or­ 
ange is rather a scarce fruit, but the 
pineapple and banana are abundant 
and delicious, especially the former. 
There are more than tw enty different 
varieties o f bananas native to Java.”

The most common 
is the strangest of all. It is called the 
durian and grows like it huge excres­ 
cence from tin- trunk of a tree some­ 
w hat similar to our pear tree. 
The 
fruit, which is pear shaped, grows to a 
great size, often several feet iii length, 
and hits a yellow skin, rough like a 
pineapple. The most rem arkable tiling 
about tb*' durian, however, is its odor. 
To say you can smell it a block off is 
putting it mildly. 
A combination of 
aged eggs and tho ripest cheese' could 
not be compared with it. 
When you 
break open tin* hun to find w hat can 
Ie the cause of all this disturbance to 
your olfactory nerves and rind a great 
cluster of snow white kernels which 
taste like some strangely delicious ens 
turd, your amazement is greater still. 
Another strange fruit is the serpent 
fruit, so called from ti)*' fact that its 
skin is tin1 exact counterpart of that of 
a snake. There are the Pontotoc, like a 
great orange; the potato fruit, which 
resembles that vegetable In itll but its 
tine flavor; the custard apple, with a 
yellow eustnrdlike pulp, having a rath ­ 
er decided taste of turpentine; the pop­ 
pa?, like a melon growing on a tree; the 
great jack fruit, of rather a coarse fla­ 
vor; a small yellow fruit, with an un­ 
pronounceable native name. Incased in 
a great bur like it chestnut, and a hun­ 
dred other varieties, with none but na­ 
tive and scionttric names, some good. 
some indifferent and some entirely un­ 
palatable to it ny but a native. The or­ 
ange is rather a scarce fruit, but the 
pineapple and banana are abundant 
and delicious, especially the former. 
There are more than twenty different 
varieties of bananas native to Java.”

tile instructions 
given by him, for the president, to 
Governor Taft for bis guidance In 
dealing with tho vatican respecting 
the acquisition by the United States 
of the friars’ lands in the Philippines. 
These instructions 
were 
exhibited 
Thursday by Governor Taft to the 
vatican officials and served the pur­ 
pose of credentials. They were dated 
May 9. 1^92. The text was in part as 
follows: 
You are accordingly authorized, in 
the course of your return Journey to 
Manila to visit Rome and there as­ 
certain what church authorities have 
the power to negotiate for and de­ 
termine upon a sale of the lands of 
tho religious orders in the Philippine 
islands, aud if you find, as we are in­ 
formed, that the officers of the church 
at Rome have such power and author­ 
ity you will endeavor to attain tho 
result* above indicated. 
Any nego­ 
tiations which you may enter upon

They • were w ritten to 
relatives and friends in New H am p­ 
shire by one William Weeks, a H ar­ 
vard graduate, who was un Officer in 
W ashington’s army. 
Homesickness must have been severe 
at times, though in one of his letters 
from Valley Forge this soldier seems 
to have had n burd struggle betweeu 
hts natural pleasure at the honors 
which he was fortunate enough to be 
accorded 
and 
his 
nostalgia. 
‘‘This 
Day," he writes, “ I must be a t Gen’l 
Sullivan’s to take Dinner with him, the 
other day I had as great an Honour 
coufer’d upon mo—I had the Honour 
to take a Glass of Wine with Gen’l 
W ashington & his Lady—But at the 
same time I should count as great an 
Honour to have the satisfaction of see­ 
ing, conversing & taking a Glass of 
Wine with my—Friends at Home.” 
There Is a curious indication of the 
state of mind In the Continental arm y 
at times during the w ar in another 
letter, where Mr. Weeks says, “If my 
Wages were not higher than I expected 
when at Home, I would by no means 
tarry, but its they are rais’d, and for 
the Love I have for the Country, I can 
by no Means think of leaving the 
Army."
